T here at present 22 members ut this Association and we will 
employ two game wardens to look a fte r this business and as the 
m em bership grows we will employ ethers. 
We ask all parties, 
hu n ters as well as land owners, to co-operate with us in the pro­ 
tection of game in Medina ( ounty. 
On the first day of November the lands owned by the mem bers 
of this Association will all he posted according to law. and any and 
all perm its to hunt thereon heretofore issued are hereby cancelled.
